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The future biographer of Harry Lang and oi the Jewish Daily For- 
ward ought to note down Harry Lang's pen names, for only then 
will he come to appreciate the sheer vitality of the man and of the 
golden age of Yiddish journalism. These were: Ben Yehuda, Hen- 
rietta, Frances, Leopold Herman, Moishe Melamed, H. Lehrer, 
Sadie Winokur, Eva Lazarus, Dvoinik, Herzl Skudas, H. Mayerson, 
F. Einbinder, Herzog (not Saul Bellow's Moses Herzog), and Henry 
L. Smith. Clearly Harry Lang's indefatigable energies, his nose for 
news, and his immense relish for every aspect of the human experi- 
ence could not be contained within the strict limits of his own 
by-line. 

As a historian fascinated and inspired by the Yiddish era in 
American life, I long had been familiar with Harry Lang's manifold 
activities and writings but had never encountered him in the flesh. 
In 1962, shortly after the publication of my book. The Promised 
City, my wife and I moved from Cambridge, Massachusetts, to Los 
Angeles where I was to teach American social and intellectual his- 
tory at UCLA. There, of course, I met, to my delight, Harry Lang. 
It was our first meeting but it seemed more like a long-delayed 
reunion. 

Shortly before leaving the East, I decided to fulfill a long-held 
ambition to do the biography of Abraham Cahan, for I was promised 
complete access to Cahan's papers. I thereupon signed a contract 
with Harper & Row, publishers of Abraham Cahan's famous novel, 
The Rise of David Levinsky, to write the biography of the great edi- 
tor of the Jewish Daily Forward. What was my joy, therefore, to dis- 
cover that although nearly 3,000 miles from East Broadway, I had 
as a neighbor just a few blocks away, Harry Lang, the most articu- 
late and charming of Cahan's disciples and a veritable encyclopedia 
of modern Jewish history, labor, and social reform, and, of course, 
of Cahaniana. Truly our move to Los Angeles was a disguised 
blessing from which I have continued to reap a grand harvest, even 
in our San Francisco exile. Indeed, I do not know how I could have 
proceeded with the Cahan biography east of the Rockies, for the 
likes of my ever-youthful friend, Harry Lang, are no to be matched 
anjrwhere else in America or in the world. Without his counsel, 
energy, insight, enthusiasm, and vast knowledge, all the blessings of 
the Guggenheim Foundation, the American Council of Learned 
Societies, and the American Philosophical Society would not have 
availed me. 

The Pacific Coast, and Los Angeles especially, have been 
greatly blessed during the last two decades by the preesnce of 
Harry Lang. We are counting on him for guidance and light for 
many more.

HARRY LANG, DEAN OF YIDDISH JOURNALISM 

For virtually his whole career, Harry has been intimately asso- 
ciated with every phase of Jewish life and with the most advanced 
and progressive movements and aspirations in this country and 
abroad. 

Harry Lang is a blend of three distinct intellectual traditions. 
Each helped shape his impulses, condition his sympathies, and 
deepen and enlarge his grasp of modern history and of Jewish life. 
First, the east European yeshiva in the era of the Jewish enlighten- 
ment rooted him in the traditions of his forefathers while schooling 
him in an intellectual vision of a new world. Second, the labor- 
socialist ethos inspired in him a new sense of human dignity and 
social democracy that encompassed all men regardless of sex, race, 
class, or origins. Finally, the New York journalistic world in its most 
vital years provided him with the opportunity and the stimulus to 
develop his great talents as a crackerjack American newspaperman. 

Harry Lang was apprenticed early to Abraham Cahan, the 
brilliant editor of the Jewish Daily Forward, the world's greatest 
Yiddish newspaper and a landmark in American journalism. There 
he distinguished himself especially as labor and Sunday editor, 
coming to know virtually every major figure in the American, Jewish 
and socialist worlds, from Asch and Bialik to Debs and Darrow to 
Judah Magnes and William Green. He became especially intimate 
with Samuel Gompers, David Dubinsky, and Cahan. His forth- 
coming memoirs promise to be a treasure chest of insight and infor- 
mation for the historian and the general reader alike. What is per- 
haps less known is that Harry Lang was virtually a one-man associ- 
ated press. In addition to writing for the Forward under his own 
name, serving as special foreign correspondent in the Soviet Union 
and in Palestine, and editing the copy of others, he contributed at 
various times stories, news columns, special reports, interviews and 
features under fourteen different pseudonyms, doubtless a record of 
productivity without equal in the annals of American jo\irnalism.

Whenever I see a North Carolina millworker going to work in 
an automobile, and bis wife has a washing machine on the porch, 
and she goes to the beauty parlor, I always say, "Little do you know 
how much you owe to Harry Lang and those Jewish stalwarts of the 
Jewish Daily Forward'' 

For Harry Lang is indeed a stalwart in the Jewish labor 
movement and in labor generally on the national scene. When he 
returned from Russia in the 1930's and wrote his articles about the 
Soviet, many of the uptown Republicans were ready to call him a 
red baiter, and he was burned in eflSgy in Union Square by the 
communists. This was not too long after Elihu Root, the Number 
One Republican in the country, referred to the Russian Revolution 
as being part of the same development as the American war for 
independence. 

It would be hard to enumerate the number of categories in 
which Harry Lang has participated on behalf of American labor 
and on behalf of Jewish life. He belongs to the Jewish intellectual 
aristocracy and may he live to 120, like Moses.

He has played a singular, significant role in Labor's resistance to 
political extremists who at one time almost succeeeded in making 
major Unions puppets of Soviet foreign policy. 

I called Harry a historian. He is more. He is a historic figure in 
his own right. For his contributions, for his day-by-day continuing 
achievements, I hail him.

HARRY LANG-DEAN OF LABOR JOURNALISM 

The invitation to write an article on the occasion of the Testi- 
monial Dinner for Harry Lang is a welcome opportunity to pay 
tribute to a personal friend of long standing and an exceptionally 
able labor journalist for the distinguished contribution he made to 
the American labor movement of our country and particularly to its 
Jewish part during the several decades he was labor editor of the 
Jewish Daily Forward, and as an outstanding labor journalist during 
the past half-century. 

Harry Lang joined the staff of the Forward in the early part of 
this century. Immigration was not restricted, which made possible 
the mass immigration of the Jewish people of Czarist Russia and 
other Eastern European countries, who fled from poverty and per- 
secution to this country in the hope of finding in our land of abun- 
dance a life of freedom and happiness. Instead they found the 
inhuman conditions of the sweatshop. The trade unions were just 
beginning to emerge as a powerful economic and political force, 
and had made only the initial steps in abolishing the intolerable 
working conditions prevailing at the time. 

They also found a public press that was unfriendly and for the 
most part even hostile to them. They lacked an understanding of our 
labor movement. The problem was to integrate them into our trade 
unions by interpreting to them the aspirations, philosophy, prin- 
ciples and goals of this movement. This required a person who came 
from the labor bench, who knew the psychology of the people and 
the history of labor s strife and struggles of that time. 

The late Abaraham Cahan, the famous editor of the Forward, 
had chosen Harry Lang as labor editor. Lang worked in the ladies 
garment trade at that time and was a representative of the White 
Goods Workers Union, that was a local of the International Ladies' 
Garment Workers. 

Lang fully justified the confidence Abraham Cahan placed in 
him. He grew with the Forward and the Forward grew with him. 
His handling of labor problems gained for him the admiration and 
friendship of the leaders of the labor movement from Samuel 
Gompers down to the responsible leaders of the AFL affiliates. Lang 
developed into one of the outstanding labor journalists. In this field 
he has no equal. 

I extend to Harry Lang my heartiest greetings and my best 
wishes for many more years of happiness and services to the labor 
movement.

Forward". In later years, he rose to the positions of Labor Editor 
and the Editor of the Sunday edition. He also wrote novels about 
the American labor movement and American Jewish life. 

It is impossible to enumerate all of Harry Lang's activities and 
accomplishments throughout the years up to the present time. His 
outstanding organizational efforts include the Jewish Socialist Ver- 
band and its publication, ''Der Vecker\ and his participation in 
founding the Histadrut Movement in the United States. In this 
latter pursuit, he worked actively with William Green and the 
founding fathers of the State of Israel. 

With his natural intellectual abilities and esthetic feelings for 
literature, drama and art, he contributed much to our movement 
and to its educational and cultural work. 

He is, in our time, one of the best speakers and lecturers and 
is considered the Dean of Yiddish Journalism. As in the past, he is 
today involved in all important cultural projects. 

Harry Lang is noted for his phenomenal memory of people 
and events. In his career as a journalist and active participant in 
community life, he became friends with countless numbers of im- 
portant world personalities. We will mention only a few: David 
Ben Gurion, Meyer London, Vladimir Medem, Dr. Yehuda Laib 
Magnes, Dr. Felix Adler, Nathan Benjamin Cardoza, Avrom Walt 
Lessin, Avrom Raisin, Alexander Berkman, Emma Goldman, Morris 
Sigman, Euguene V. Debs, Morris Hillquit, Dr. Chaim Weitzman, 
Karl Kautsky, Raphael Abramowitch, Shimen Dubnov, N. Portnoy, 
Henrik Erlich, Victor Alter, Rabbi Abraham I. Cook, Shnaier Zalman 
Rubashov, Samuel Gompers, William Green, David Dubinsky and 
Nathan Chanin. 

The married life of Lucy Robbins and Harry Lang was full 
of good and productive years; there was a mutual goal in their 
writings and lecturing. Together they helped the labor movement 
in its struggle for the economic betterment of the working man. 
Because of the personal friendship and understanding that existed 
between the Langs and Samuel Gompers, a closer tie was woven 
between the American labor movement, the Jewish labor movement 
and the ''Jewish Daily Forward". Shortly after World War I both 
Harry and Lucy R. Lang were appointed by Samuel Gompers on 
the Labor Commission shaping labor policy for the Smithsonian 
Institute.

'I Lived a Hundred Lives'' 



Anyone who wishes to write about Harry Lang must come to 
him for a personal interview. 

The fact is that Harry Lang has written countless words about 
other personalities— but nothing about himself. It is possible that 
his book, ''Four Generations'', which will soon be published in two 
volumes, may be the reason why so few biographical facts were 
available up to now. Or, perhaps because he is a modest man, his 
colorful life remained unpublicized until his 80th Birthday which 
we are now celebrating in Los Angeles. 

Harry Lang, in telling his life story, portrays a world long past, 
a world of wars and devastation and the struggle for a better society. 
If you ask him when did he find time to take part in all this— he 
replies with a smile, "I lived a hundred lives!' 

The '100 lives" that are reflected in his autobiographical "Fowf 
Generations" will tell the history of Jewish life and life in general 
on both continents. 

Harry Lang was bom in a small town in Lithuania and raised 
in a home full of Yiddish traditions and religious life. Most of his 
younger days were spent in the Slutzker Yeshiva. As a young student, 
he began to weave his own pattern of socialist thought without any 
contact from the world outside. In the Yeshiva, on his own initiative, 
he researched, studied and contemplated the problems of the world. 
Here he met and established a life-long friendship with Jacob Pott^ 
who in later years became the well-known writer and leader of the 
Bund. 

In 1904, at the beginning of the Revolution, Harry Lang left 
the Yeshiva and reached out to another world, a world of social 
and political unrest. In his new life, he found he was able to tie in 
the moral and spiritual teachings of the Yeshiva with the day-to-day 
ethics and practicalities of a Samuel Gompers and a William Green, 
to form a compatible background for his own philosophy. 

In 1917 he became a staff co-worker on the ''Jewish Daily
